THE  CAEEES  of  Sloford  wta-cs  a 
NorthuiuLorlaiKl  family,  of  Auglo-Nuriuau 
origin,  who  removed  into  Lincolnshire  in  th<; 
ruign  of  Hen.  VII.  Theii-  chief  rosidoiu.i 
in  the  north  was  Ilettun,  in  Glendale,  a  few 
miles  from  the  borders  of  Scotland.  There 
wei;e  several  branches  of  the  family,  estab- 
lished on  the  Borders  at  an  early  poriod-  - 
those  on  the  English  side  being  chiefly  known 
as  the  Carres  of  Iletton,  and  Newcastle— 
those  on  the  Scottish  side,  as  the  Carres  of 
Cessford,  and  Fernihnrst :  the  latter  being 
tlie  progenitors  of  the  great  Ilonses  of  Eoth- 
ian  and  Eoxburgh. 

The  early  inhabitants  of  that  region  woro 
generally  regarded  as  a  warlike  race,  for  they 
were  necessarily  involved  in  the  constant 
border  warfare.  Their  habits  and  manners, 
and  their  bordor-hn\'S  and  customs,  >\ore 
iinliko  anything  in  other  parts  of  the  king- 
dom.—In  many  of  the  great  battles  between 
the  English  and  Scotch,  fonght  in  tluit 
district,  and  in  the  terrible  raid«  Avhicli  tln^ 
two  countries  inilii-ted  upon  ea(;h  otlier,  tho 
name  of  Carre  will  be  found  conspicuous. 
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Fur'"o>^^uiii)lo:— At  tliu  Latilu  of  Novilh; 
Cross,  ill  131G,  ■\\'licn  Edw.  HI  siippurtud 
Baliol  against  David  Brueo,  fur  tlio  crown  ol' 
Scotland,  Sir  Thomas  Carro  was  Ktandard- 
boarcr  on  tlio  l^^nglisli  sido  :  and  Lcland 
nionlions,  tliat  at  a  critical  niomout,  Carro, 
recognizing  liruco,  cried  out  to  Sir  Jt)lin 
Coupland  to  take  liiin  prisoner — a  feat  -wliicli 
Cou^dand  accomplished,  Init,  as  tradition 
runs,  not  before  Bruce  had  "  knoched  out 
two  of  Ids  teeth." 

At  the  battle  of  Tewkesbury,  Sir  Wm. 
Carro,  on  tlie  Lancaster  side,  Avas  taken 
prisoner  and  beheaded.  Again,  another 

of  the  family  was  slain  at  Flodden. 

James  the  IV  of  Scotland,  in  a  letter  to 
Hen.  VIII,  assigned  as  one  of  his  reasons 
for  joining  the  French  king,  that  Ilenry  had 
given  protection  to  Bastard  Ileron,  who  had 
slain  Sir  AVm.  Carro,  warden  of  the  Scotch 
IMarches. — But  the  most  notable  of  their 
private  feuds  occurred  in  tlio  time  of  Elizabeth, 
when  Thos.  Carr,  son  of  tho  Captain  of 
Wark,  who  had  married  tho  heir  of  Ford, 
defended  Ford  Castlo  against  tho  lioron 
family  and  their  armed  retainers — on  M'hich 
occasion  Ueo.  Heron  and  several  of  his  fol- 
lowers were  slain.  [From  that  Thos.  Carro 
is  descended  the  ISEarquis  of  Waterford,  the 
present  owner  of  Ford.] 

When  blood  was  shed  in  these  feuds,  tlic 
Sanctuary  of    Durham   formed   shcKer    ior 
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tlio.so  ^vllo  could  rfa(;li  it :  thus,  (lus  \vu  tijid 
hy  tlio  Saii(;tuary  register,)  Cli'"-  nuisloy 
(saved  himself,  wlutn  lie  ,sleM'  Julm  Can-  of 
IT.-liun,  in   IT,  17. 

Tln!  state  tjf  things  described,  necessitated 
that  (ivery  gentleman  of  quality  should  havt; 
his  fortified  mansion — or  Fele  2uwer,  as  it 
was  termed.  In  1-150  there  "was  a  return 
made  to  the  King  of  11 5  of  these  I'eles ;  John 
(iarro  then  holding  the  tower  of  Lilburn. 
'I'he  llettou  Tele  Avaa  held  l)y  military  ser- 
vice of  the  Castle  of  Ahn\-ick,  hut  the  Carres 
of  llctton  were  also,  frequently,  '  Captuins  of 
lllo-k,'  one  of  the  three  great  fortresses  of 
the  North,  under  the  dominion  of  the  I;ord.s 
A\''urden  of  the  Marches. 

The  following  account  of  Hetton  in  thf) 
time  of  Chas.  I.,  is  found  aniiongst  the  oM 
rentals  at  Sleaford  :  —

"  ivhole  rent  uf  Ileltvn  was  no  mure  than  X'1(J  jier 
"  annum. 

"  But  after  ij^  coming  in  of  King  James,  who

"  bulk  his  kingdoms,  there  might  huoe  been  a  good 
"  improuement  made,  because  they  then  lived,  and 
"still  doe,  ill  as  great  security  as  we  in  Lincoln- 
"  shire  :  which  Mr.  IVm.  Carre  perceiveing,  hasted 
"  to /Jsworbie,  and  made  suite  to  yr  laic  worlhi/ 
"uncle,  Mr.  liobt.  Carre  for  a  new  lease.  «  *  »  *■ 
"  /tccordiiigly  he  holds  all  at  Mid  per  ann.  ,■ 
"  whereof  he  deducts  20s.  for  y  bringing  of  ij,- 
'•  rents,  as  in  yr  Grandfather's  time  j  and  so  yon 
"have  but  £\5,  which  is  paid  by  one  Glendower, 
"rt  drover  (f  their  counlrey,  that  coma  yearly  inlu 
"  these  parts." 

Tlie  old  tower  of  Ilutton  is  .still  standing-, 
iiiul  a  reiuuaiit  of  tliu  old  military  fcorvico  is 
still  kupt  lip,  the  township  of  Iletton  supply- 
in<;'  its  annual  quota  of  armed  men,  to  appear 
at  Aluwick  castle  ou  the  eve  of  the  yr(\it 
■Ftdr,  to  keep  watch  and  ward  over  the  cattle 
throug-hout  the  night,  as  against  the  Scotch  ! 
hut  the  rent  of  Iletton  has  in(Teased  from 
£1G  to  nearly  £3000  a  year. 

[  JJ^m.  Can;  I'^q.,  of  Eshett  and  Woodhall, 
Northumberland,  (the  tenant  above-men- 
tioned) purchased  the  manor  of  Iletton  of 
Sir  Robt.  Carr,  Bart.,  12th  Chas.  I.,  for  the 
small  sum  of  £1000;  and  it  remained  Avith 
his  descendants  untU  1792,  Avhen  it  was  N.ld, 
with  other  considerabh;  possessions  in  the 
north,  by  the  grandfather  of  tlie  liev.  T.  W. 


Curr,  roctor  of  Loddiiigton, — a  very  cour- 
teous goutloman,  to  whom  tlio  writui-isnuKjli 
indubtocl.  Iletton  ia  now  tlio   valuablit 

estutu  of  Fairfax  Fvrneley,  Esq.^ 

Hoforriug  Lack  to  the  Carre  family  in 
thciir  loss  warlike  capacity,  wo  liuJ  Thouias 
Carre  scrviiiy  as  '  Groine  of  the  Cha)iihre'  to 
Tleuvy  YI ;  and  Groorgo  Curru  of  the  same 
period,  the  groat  laorchant  of  Ne\\castle ; 
whoso  example  in  commerce  was  followed  by 
many  branches  of  the  family  :  some  Bottling 
as  merchants  at  Bristol,  where  they  founded 
the  great  charity  known  as  Queen  Elizabeth's 
Ilospital :  others  as  merchants  of  the  stajjle 
at  Hull,  Boston,  and  Sleaford. 

The  Newcastle  branch  is  iu:)w  represented 
by  the  Carr  Standish  family,  of  Cocken  : — 
auother  branch  by  Italpfi,  Carr,  Msq.,  of 
TIcdgcloy,  late  High- Sheriff  of  Northum- 
berland.

Sir  John  Carre,  Kt.,  of  //(O'Mepool,  the 
eldest  son,  was  a  fovourite  of  Henry  VIII. 
lie  was  S(iuire  of  the  Body,  to  the  King,  in 
1509,  and,  after,  a  "Sewer  of  the  Mouth," 
(an  oliice  equivalent  to  that  of  cui)Learer). 
The  king  lavished  upon  him  many  honors  and 
estates;  amongst  otliers,  a  slice  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  attainted  Lord  Lovel  of 
Blanknoy  ;  also  tho  rent  which  Lord  Ilussey 
paid  to  tlie  Crown  for  the  grant  of  that 
Barony.  In     loll    tho   king    gave    him 

considorahlo  estates  in  Yorkshire,  and,  in 
tho  follow  ing  year,  ho  served  tho  ofPiee  of 
Sheriff  for  tliat  County, — on  which  occasion 
he  obtained  a  "  Grant  of  Standard.''  This 
(irant,  (the  original),  dated  11  March,  1515, 
nnder  the  seals  of  Wryothesley  and  Yonge, 
J\in"s  at  Arms,  was  found  in  the  archives  at 
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Wlealbnl,  and  wlieu  oxliiLitcd  in  the  rcf-ont 
display  of  Heraldry,  before  the  Society  (tf 
Anticiuaries,  was  pronounced  by  the  antlior- 
ities  of  the  Heralds'  College,  to  ho  in  its 
manner  and  form  unique.  Sir  John  is  therein 
descrihed,  as  "  descended  of  noLlo  lineage," 
fdesccndu  de  nohh  li<jnce  et  ausui  lowjucntcnt 
*  *  *  *  continue  vn  noblesse  portant.)  Tlio 
device  for  the  Standard  Avas  a  Hart's  homl, 
decorated,  as  it  may  be  seen  on  the  ohl 
monaments  in  Sleaibrd  church.  Sir  John 

died  at  Camhridge  in  1522.  In  his  will  he 
bequeathed  his  Cheyne  and  Crosse  to  Sir 
Wm.  Compton,  mentioninj^  the  love  he  had 
borne  him  thrcmgh  life:  his  debt  to  the 
King  of  100  marks,  ho  trusted  of  his 
forgiveness,  of  all  or  half,  if  his  executors 
did  sue  for  It— and  he  trusted  a  small  sum 
would  content  the  executors  of  Geo.  Carres 
of  Slofonl,  for  Avduit  he  owed  to  them,  '•  all 
things  considered."  "  His  reymont,  plat.', 
and  efl'ects,  and  all  hisliorse,"  he  be.iueatlicd 
to  his  preest.  Sir  An.  "Wahys,  "  and  1  woll 
besech  my.lorde  Deane  of  lancoln,  { Hir  John 
CunstahleJ  for  charitic;  to  be  myu  executo\ir, 
and  Sir  A.  Waleys  a  nothor ;  and  my  true 
frende  Maister  Robertson  of  Boston,  the  Su- 
pervisour  yff  it  plraso  him,  ibr  the  weale  of 
my  poure  so\il.j."  He  desired  to  be  bu- 
ried "afore  ;S7.  Johi  the  Baptist,  in 'St. 
John'sCoUege;"  thus  adopting  a  patron  saint, 
after  the  manner  of  (b'O.  Carre  of  Newcastle, 
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who  lu  his  will  .lusircl  lU  it  111.)  iuiugo  ui'  St. 
George,  that  was  ke^pL  in  tlio  Hall,  .shouhl 
remcliu  there  (luring  the  lile  of  his  wife,  and 
then  ho  preserved  "  in  the  euphorde  as  an 
heirek)iiu!  for  ev(;r." 

The  nephew  and  heir,  Gconje  Carre,  Esq., 
of  Slcaford,  (who  was  the  sou  of  Uiehard 
Carre,  hy  a  daughter  of  Sir  John  Eliuden, 
of  the  Bishopriek,)  was  the  hrst  of  whom  we 
have  any  record  as  being  settled  in  this 
place;  and  it  is  somewhat  singuhir  tliat  s«» 
many  Nortliuniherhmd  famihes  shouhl  have 
migrated  into  Linuolnsliiro  about  that  pe- 
riod (Hon.  Vll) :— The  Herons  of  Oressy, 
the  Widdringtons  of  Blankney,  the  Tal1)oys 
of  Kyrne,  the  Ogles  of  Pinchbeck,  &c.,  all 
men  of  rank  in  their  own   country.  Mr. 

Carre  established  himself  at  Sleaford  as  a 
merchant  of  the  staple  of  Calais,  trading  in 
the  export  of  wool  from  Boston  to  the  conti- 
nent—the wool  at  that  tiuie  passing  down  by 
water~(by  the  Old  river,  and  through  Ila- 
verholme  Tark)  to  St.  liotolph's,  as  in  the 
time  of  Edward  I.  The  commerce  was 
regulated  by  a  wealthy  Guild  at  Sleaford, 
called  the  G  iiild  of  tlic  Holy  Trinity— to  early 
hrethjrcn  of  which  ancient  fraternity  we  are 
said  to  bo  indebted  for  our  parish  church. 

In  thoee  pursuits,  Mr.  Carre  acciuired  a 
large  fortune,  including  the  manor  of  Tetuey 
on  the  coast,  and  other  estates  in  this  town 
and  noighboiu-hood.     He  dwelt  in  the  '  Carr.) 
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House,'  bdiitli  of  thn  cluuvli,  (IrM'rihed  Ly 
LolauJ,  (who  Inivi'llui  iii  lUo  waku  ol'  Uoii. 
Vni,)  ab  one  of  the  gn^at  oruauioiitfs  of  tin; 
town.  It  now  fornirt  th(3  situ  of  the  Carre 
Hospital.  jSfr.  (Jarre,  wiio  was  a  devout 
cutholie,  (his  sistca-  the  Prioress  of  Brink 
Lurno)  died  in  1520,  (his  huly  in  tlie  year 
following),  leaving-  u  largo  family,  in  ('harge 
of  tho  blaster  of  tiio  Order  of  Sonipringham  : 
and  they  were  buried  in  the  nave  of  this 
oliiirch,  ■with  a  tumulus  super  sulain. 

[The  niassivo  lid  of  an  unknown  tonih, 
decorated  ^ith  brasses,  was  lately  removed 
to  tho  tloor  of  the  chancel.  Upon  applying 
a  powerful  glass  to  the  grooves  for  enanu.d- 
ling,  (lintirely  gone)  and  comparing  the  name 
with  MSS.  in  tho  Brit.  Hun.,  tho  writer  was 
enabled  to  idmitify  this  slab  as  belonging  to 
the  Carre  tumulus,  noticed  by  Jfollis.  \ 

The  eldest  surviving  son,  liuhrrt  Currr, 
Esq.,  (familiarly  known  xi^  old  liohci  t  Cum,  J 
became  tins  founder  of  the  great  laiid.d 
wealth  of  the   family.  He   survived    lii> 

father  lor  seventy  years,  and  throughout  tiuit 
long  period,  and  with  an  unlimited  comnuind 
of  money,  devoted  himself  to  tlui  eontinual 
extension  of  his  landed  possession.s.  lit; 
lived  in  eventful  limes,  fa\iairable  U)  that 
object,  especially  for  one  whose  auteeedeiits 
gave  him  the;  ear  of  the  King.  Li\ing  all 
through  the  ivign;,  (,!■  Urn.  VI 11.,   lvl.,"\'l., 
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siud  Q.  Mary,  he  survived  to  assist  Q.  Eliz- 
ubuth,  in  1588,  ^vitii  a  loan  against  the 
Spanisli  Annada.  Boru  a  catholic,  lie  was 
a  close  oLsia-ver  of  the  llcfbnaalion ;  more 
especially  of  the  manner  in  which  ilio 
monastic  possessions,  tho  Chauntries,  (Juikis, 
.Vc.,  were  transferred  to  the  Crown;  and  in 
that  century,  too,  more  private  proptuly  wan 
forfeited  l)y  attainder,  than  in  any  otlier 
period  of  oiir  history.  These  observations 
lie  tnrned  to  profitable  account— he  bonght 
largely,  and  was  a  larger  grantee  from  tho 
cro\s  n.  He  purchased,  the  manor  of  Old 
Sleaford,  f(jrfeited  on  the  attainder  of  his 
fellow-townsman,  Lord  Hussey,  and  which 
estate  Cranmer  had  granted  to  the  Goodrioli 
family.  [The  Hussey  family  cherish  a  tra- 
dition that  this  Lord  Hussey  was  Ictntycd 
Itj  Carre,  but  tho  State  papers  will  be  found 
to  give  a  very  dill'ereut  history.] 

"Mr.  Carre  also  purchased  tho  ancient  Cas- 
tle and  manor,  and  the  great  Barony  of 
Sleaford,  forfeited  by  the  attainder  of  the 
Trotector  Somerset,  and  which  had  becai 
granted  to  Lord  Clinton,  for  liis  services  in 
suppressing  the  rebt-llion  of  Wyatt.  [The 
learned  editor  of  tho  Progress  of  King  Henry, 
with  Q.  Katherine  Howard,  thrc»ugh  Lin- 
colnshire, in  1511,  when  the  rebellion  of  the 
monks  was  over,  conjectures  that  tho  King 
vested  at  tlu;  Old  Tlare,  and  held  his  Coun- 
cils  ther:-,    under   ihi'   ••noneous    impivs.-i(»u 
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tliut  tho  Old  Place  then  rumuiuod  in  llu; 
hands  of  tho  King.  It  is  iiioii.'  proliuble  llu; 
Royal  family  Morc  recuivod  at  tho  Castle, 
which  was  thoii  in  all  its  bplendour,  "  \'eiy 
wollo  mantaynid," — moreover  it  belonged  tu 
Bishop  Long-land,  A\ho  in  tho  previous  \\e(;k 
had  proudly  entertained  tho  King  and  all  his 
Court,  at  his  other  Episcopal  palate  of  Lid- 
dington,  in  Ruthmd.j  The  precise  time 
when  this  Castle  was  dismantled,  is  not 
known.  Leland   classes  it  amongst   tlie 

ItiligioHs  Houses  of  tho  County,  and  probably 
it  was  loft  to  share  the  fato  of  the  Abbeys. 
In  tlie  grant  to  Lord  Clintun,  155G,  it  is 
treated  more  as  a  ruin,  much  mention  being 
made  of  the   stone,  tho   load,  and  tho  iron. 

It  niay  furtlusr  bo  mentioned,  (as  tlieie  is 
no  record  of  these  things)  that  Mr.  Carre 
bought  the  manor  and  mansion  of  Aswarliy, 
and  Asgarby,  of  his  niece,  the  Lady  Ambrose 
lJudl(;y,  which  had  devolved  upon  her  as  the 
daugliter  and  heir  of  Lord  Talboys : — ho 
bouglit  tho  manors  of  liauceby,  of  Sir  John 
lluddylstone,  Kt.,  of  Sawston,  Vice  Cham- 
berlayno  to  tho  Kyngo's  Ilyghnesse  : — the 
maner  of  lugleby  Hall,  in  Kirhby,  of  John 
(Stanlow  and  Myles  liussye  ;  another  manoi 
(here,  of  Thos.  iSleford,  Esq  ,  who  had  rcmo 
ved  to  Willesthorp:— CattU'y  Abbty,  and 
the  manors  of  l)ig]>3'^and  Brauncewell,  witli 
the  manor  and  mansion  of  old  lJun>by  on 
I  lie  ilcalh,    that    uere    ap[)Uitenant    to    I  lint 
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uiona^tevy  :-lavge  oslalr.s  i..  Suuth  Kllno, 
of  the  AVelby  iuiuily  :  -yrcat  iH^s^.i.'.siun^  <>( 
the  dissolvod  :MonaHtorl>JS  of  Havorh..hii, 
Bourn,  Loiitli,  &.t.  ;  ami  u  well-kuosvii  .spot 
ou  tlio  heath,  ao^scriLed  in  those  days  a,i  "  th.; 
Bhopogate,  caUcd  Mui/den  Home,  iu  Fulbec, 
parcel  of  the  posscissious  of  tlio  lato  pnory 
of  Senipriughaiii." 

But  it  would  he  tedious  to  cuntuiue  th.; 
enumoratiou  of  these  purchases.  aulliec  il, 
that  they  extended  all  over  this  county,  (into 
the  Parts  of  Liudsey,  Kesteveu,  and  H..1- 
land)  and  into  other  counties  also ;  so  tliat 
]\[r.  Carre,  before  his  death,  became,  for  a 
commouer,  one  of  the  largest  territorial 
owners  in  the  kingdom. 

In  private  life,  old  Lelaud  speaks  of  him 
as  "  a  proper  gentUuum."        He  took  a  pro- 
minent part  iu  the  judicial   business   of  tho 
county,  and  ^vas  an   active   bupportt^r  of  tlu; 
Lord  Treasurer  Burleigh,  in  the  business  of 
the   Musters.       In   one   of  their   papers,    m 
1581»,    arranging   for  a  muster  and  training 
at  t^leford,  (a  paper  Avhich  might  be  uscfull}- 
consulted  even   in   the  present  day,)    they 
lament,  as  an  old  adage,  that  "  it  was  as  ea^ye 
''  to  dratve  a  heare  to  the  stal;   as   to  brhi;/e  u 
''rude  Linculnshier  man,  without  auduntyc,  i<> 
''his  exercise."     How  diliert'ut  the  palriotie 
spirit  of  the  prebcut  age  !  I 

Jtlr.   T'arre  was  thrice  married :  — 1st.,   to 
Elizabeth  Cnwdnn,,  (daughter   of  the  King':* 
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r.a^liiraiHockiiigtou)  by  wlioiu  In- luul  .m-vcu 
children;  2n(lly.,  to  Iht;  -\\i.low  Iih>i ;  ami 
3r(lly,  t(j  tlio  Avidowcnl  i.adi/  Dijniolw,  tliu 
sistor  of  Lord  Talboys.  Ho  dii^d  in  15'JU, 
iit  an  advanced  age,  and  was  Luried  in  tliu 
cluircli  where  liis  monunuiut  indicates. 

Throughout  hi«  life,  Mr.  Carre  continued 
to  reside  in  tlie  old  Carre  House  of  his  father  ; 
his  three  sons,  liohert,  Sir  William,  and  Sir 
Edward,  res})ecLively  occupying,  the  Old 
Place,  As\\arby  Park,  and  the  old  Hall  at 
Dunsby. 

Of  his  six  surviving  children,  the  eldest 
daughter,  Elizahcth,  married  !Mr.  Fairfax,  of 
Swarby,  nephew  of  Ealph  Fairfax,  the  last 
Prior  of  Kynie.  Anne,  the  second  daughter, 
iiuirriodPobt.Whichcote,  Esq  ,  of  Harpswell, 
ancestor  of  our  gallant  neighbour,  the 
present  Baronet  of  Aswarby.  And  Bridtjet 
married  INfr.  liichd.  Ilossiter,  of  Scnnerh}-, 
and  was  the  grandmother  of  that  Cul  Sir 
Ed.  Possiter,  If. P.,  General  of  all  the  Lin- 
colnshire Forces  in  Cromwell's  time,  and 
(Jovernor,  in  usur])ation,  of  Eelvoir  Ca.-^tle  ; 
aftca-wards  "  a  promoter  i)f  the  mition's  hap- 
[)in(!ss,"  and  knighted  at  Canterbury  on  tht; 
l{estoration  of  Charles  IL  lie  married  the 
Lady  Arabella  Ilollis. 

(leor(jc  Carre, ]:sq.,i\ni  eldest  son,  priHleeea- 
sed  his  father,  leaving  by  :Mary  Sutton,  his 
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Avifo,  granJniece  of  Lord  Hussiy,  a  ,~^(*ii 
Jtobert,  wlio  died  young,  s.p.,  and  a  dauj^li- 
tor,  Elizaheth,  who  luaiiitul,  iinpnidently, 
Edward  Si.ssun,  I'^sq.,  and   Mas  disiulierited. 

Ruler t  Carre,  IJuq.,  tlio  second  bon,  Higli 
Slioriil'  1581,  was  Founder  of  tlio  fSleafurd 
Grammar  Seliool,  and  of  otlior  charities  at 
llaucohy  and  Aswarby.  In  15G9  he;  nnirc  h- 
ed  with  the  Army  of  the  Nortli,  acconipaiiicil 
Ly  many  Lincolnshire  gentlemen,  to  cj^indl 
the  rebellion  against  Queen  Elizabetli,  got 
up  by  the  Earls  of  Northumberland  and 
AVestmoreland.  The  list  of  "  the  princijial 
odicers  and  captaynes"  inehuled,

!Mr.  ('arr(j  married  tlie  widow  of  the  great 
warrior,  William,  Lord  Gray  of  Wilton,  Lord 
Warden  of  the  Englifsh  ]\larches  ;  and 
secondly,  the  widow  of  Adlard  Welby,  Es(]., 
ofGedney;   and   died  Avithout  issue  in    HIUO. 

The  next  brotlusr,  Sir  WiUlam  Citrri',  \\ii>^ 
knighted  witli  his  younger  brother,  I'^dwaril, 
at  IJelvoir  (Vi.-^th',  on  going  to  greet  Jann-s  ] 
in  his  progress  io  take;  possession  of  i]u: 
("I'own  (.f  I'ln-huid.      Sir  Wni.  married  INIis.s 
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BriJget  Chawortli,  of  AVyverton,  wlio,  as 
lier  iiiouumout  at  Uffurd  relates,  "  served  the 
"  late  Qhcch  Elizabeth  uf  mod  famous  memory, 
"  bcini)  one  of  the  Oentleivoinen  of  Her  Majodirs 
"  Frivi/e  Chamher,  for  the  s^jace  of  five  ami 
"  twenty  years ;  and  afterwards  served  the  mod 
"  renowned  Queen  Anne,  Wife  to  our  must 
"  (jraeious  Sotrraiyne,  Kiny  James,  for  the 
''space   of   11    years,   leiny    the  residue  of  her 

Sir  William  died  M'ithuut  iasue  iulGll, 
and  was  Kucceedod  Ly  his  youiij^est  brother, 

Sir  Edward  Carre,  Kniyht,  who  was  created 
a  Baronet  by  James  I,  but  did  not  lonjj  sur- 
vive to  enjoy  that  honour.  He  was  twice 
married :  by  his  first  wife,  Catherine  Bollu, 
lie  had  no  family  :  by  the  second,  Anne  Dyer, 
he  left  throe  children,  Sir  Robert,  llochester, 
and  Ijuey,  and  died  in  1618.  The  monument, 
and  recumbent  efiigics  of  the  knig-lit  and  his 
lady,  are  said  to  have  beeu  mutilated  in  the 
civil  war,  when  General  Cromwell  and  the 
Earl  of  Manchester  were  so  "much  about 
Slefurd,"  and  Col.  Itossiter  desecrated  the 
parish  church,  by  converting  it  into  a  sta])le 
for  his  troop-horses. 

Sir  Edward,  by  his  will,  (which  is  a  long 
and  interesting  document,)  augmented  the 
jointure  of  his  widow,  to  5000  acres— leav- 
ing her  also  her  jewels,  her  coach  and  horses, 
her  own  riding  horses,  and   the   white  nag 
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called  '  Gray  Cawdrou,'  and  tlio  white  silver 
plate  belongiuj^  to  her  owu  cliamber :  thu 
uiaiior  of  Upton  lie  left  to  his  daughter 
Lucy  -  Engl  ishe  :  the  Aswarby  OBtatesto  his 
Becond  son  Rochester,  together  with  the  ser- 
vice of  white  silver  plate  :  the  eldest  son,  Sir 
llohert,  taking  the  residue  of  the  family 
estates,  and  the  service  of  plate  'all  gilt,' 
much  of  which  had  been  birth-day  presents 
from  Queen  Elizabeth  to  Sir  Wm.  and  his 
lady,  when  in  waiting  at  that  Court.  [Tlie 
following  may  l^e  taken  as  specimens  of  the 
sort  of  presents  that  were  made  to  her 
Majesty  on  those  occasions  :  — 

1588.— By  Mr.  Can-  (before  knighthood): 

"  Four  stomachers  of  veloett,  trymmed  wilh  a 
passainayu  of  l^enis  gold  on  the  loppes,  mid  two 
bells  ofjelt,  lite  clappers  aggetts." 

By  Mr.i.  Carr,  of  the  Budtliiuuber. 

"  One  sheete  of  fijne  Camberick ,  wrought  all 
over  with  suiulri/  fowles,  beasles,  and  wuruna, 
of  silk  uf  sundry  cullers."] 


In  Sir  Edward's  time,  the  Carre  estates 
were  in  the  zenith  of  their  intogi-ity.  Besides 
the  old  property  in  Northumberland,  York- 
shire, and  Hunts.,  and  in  Kesteven,  (far 
exceeding  what  remains  in  the  present  day), 
there  wore  manors,  advowsons,  and  estates 
in  11)  parishes  in  Lindsoy,  and  21  parishes 
in  the  Parts  of  Holland. 
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It  was  upuii  tlioso  vast  possossions,  tliat 
tho  old  stowartl,  W.  Burton,  an  aiiticiuary  ol' 
nu  ordinary  ability,  compiled  for  tlio  young 
baronot,  tlio  report,  dated  1G27,  from  which 
the  foregoing  account  of  Hetton  is  taken. 
Burton  liad  served  under  the  father  and 
grandfather,  far  Lack  into  the  reigii  ol' 
Elizabeth,  and  was  familiar  with  the  acqui- 
sitions of  '  uld  Jtolcrt  Carre ;'  and  in  this 
quaint  and  curious  record,  wliich  ho  terms 
"  Instructions  for  cleareing  all  doubts  and  ques- 
tions of  "Ti/tle,"  ho  sets  doAvn  the  history  of 
all  tho  principal  properties :  again,  he 
mentions  "the  great  timbre  woods  of 
Dorrington,  bought  of  yo  Lord  Suffolke, — 
tho  Ewerbie  woods  bought  of  Sir  John 
Pukenham,  knight — Haydor  and  Newton 
Woods,  fornrerly  Lord  Talboy's, — Evedon 
Wood,  so  'tall  and  well  harted,'  that  Sir 
Wm.  Carre  refused  £100U  for  it,  in  the  time 
of  Elizabeth :  the  Tetneye  rent,  paid  in 
salt,  tlie  salt  flowers  were  then  decayed,  and 
wild-fowl  substituted;"  and  such  like  notices. 
He  carefully  narrates  the  suites  and  con- 
troversies in  tlio  old  time,  with  successive 
Bishops  of  the  Sc;e  of  Lincoln,  Ghatterton, 
Wickham,  and  Barlow, — again  with  those 
ferrets  of  the  Exclie(j[uer,  '  old  Tip,  and 
young  Tip,' — with  Mr.  Popham  of  Asgarby, 
tet)n  of  that  Chief  Justice,  that  condemned 
Sir  Walter  Ttaleigh ; — and  notes  down 
A\lierc  the  verdicts  w  ill  be  found  of  record. 
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Especially  lie  dwells  on  the  valuable  rig-lits  of 
Asarclsliip  iuciJeiit  to  the  Castle  of  Slefonl, 
over  all  the  inaiiors  in  that  Barony — and  the 
long  and  ohargeahle  suite  ^ith  the  Harelty 
family,  of  Evedon  and  Haverhttlnie,  in 
1589—"  which  writt  and  returne  being  upon 
recoi'd,  will  be  a  spcscial  evidence  if  ye  likii 
Jmppcn  to  come  in  question  hereafter."

The  widow  of  Sir  Edward  Carre,  within 
a  twelvemonth  of  her  £u"st  husband's  death, 
married  her  countryman,  Col.  Hen.  Crom- 
Avell,  M.]:*.,  the  eldest  son  of  the  veteran 
Eoyalist,  Sir  Oliver  Cromwell,  of  Hildiin- 
broke,  elder  uncle  of  the  Protector. 

>S'/>  Robert  Carre,  the  second  Baronet,  on 
cuming  of  age,fo\inded  the  Sleaford  Hospital, 
A.i).  1G36,  endowing  it  with  estates  that  at 
the  present  time  yitdd  an  income  of  £1200  a 
year.  In  very  early  life  he  man'ied  one 
of  the  daughters  and  co-heirs  of  Sir  Tiichaid 
Gargrave,  Kt.,  of  Kingsley  Park,  and  Nos- 
tell,  in  Yorkshire.  This  unhappy  pcr>oii, 
"  J)ivk  Gtiryrarc,^'  was  of  anticnt  family, 
and  the  owner  of  an  immense  (estate,  the 
whole  of  which  was  wasted  at  the  gaming- 
table. '  He  ccjuld  once  ride  on  his  own  land 
from  Wakeli(4d  Lo  Doncaster,'  and  Mas  at 
last  found  dead,  in  tlic  stalilc  of  a  snndl  inn, 


resting  Ills  head  on  tlie  siuldlc  of  liis  -pinl- 
horse.  His  danghtov,  a  boautiful  woman, 
became  known  in  many  after  isovrows,  as  "  (/ic 
Lady  Alanj  Carr.'^ 

Befuro  proceeding  further  with  Sir  Ivoht., 
let  us  look  to  the  youngur  brother,  Rochtstrr 
Can-,  of  Aswarby  ;  ^\'ho  was  named  after  his 
godfather,  Sir  Kobert  Carr,  Viscount  E(j- 
chester  and  Earl  of  Somerset.  In  1G37  he 
was  found  lunatic,  and  continued  in  that 
state   for   40   years.  His  'guardianship 

became  the  subject  of  fierce  contention  be- 
tween Lady  Mary  Carr,  for  her  Imsband,  on 
one  side,  and  Dame  Anne  Cromwell  and  her 
family,  on  the  other  side.  The  struggle  was 
maintained  incessantly  for  30  years— through 
the  remaining  years  of  Charles  I — through 
the  Commonwealth — and  down  into  the 
reign  of  Charles  II : — but  the  Carres,  having 
the  right,  were  successful  tliroughout.  They 
Avore  supported  by  their  kinsmen,  the  Earls 
of  Lothian  and  Hoxburgh,  and  many  others 
of  the  nobility,  whilst  the  Croniwells,  in 
their  turn,  had  ecpially  powerful  friends.  3 1 
is  amusing  to  observe  the  shifting  tone  and 
language  of  their  appeals  to  the  Cro\\'n,  or 
to  the  Usurper,  accordingly  as  the  one  or  tho 
other  w^as  tho  prevailing  power.  One  of 

the  arguments  of  Sir  Orlando  JJridyeman,  in 
support  of  Sir  Robert  Carr,  claiming  to  re- 
side with  his  brother  at  Aswarby,  was— that 


the  riirliamout  Foivoa  uiulor  Cromwell, 
had  seized  upon  Sir  liobort's  own  hou«o  at 
Sleford,  (the  Old  Phico, )  and  made  it  into  a 
Garrison,  and  the  sohliors  had  follod  the  tim- 
ber, and  finally  burnt  the  manbion  to  thu 
ground.'  [Thus  it  ia  that  wo  account  fur  thu 
disappearance  of  the  famous  house  of  Lord 
lEussey,  described  by  Luland  as  the  great 
ornament  of  the  town.]  "  And  who  were  the 
Cromwells  ?"  said  Lady  Mary.  "Theywero 
all  as  meanely  marryed,  as  their  supporter 
Lucy  Engli.she."  "  And  what  had  Un't/ 
done  for  the  lunatic?"  "  Wlien  the  lunatic 
was  in  danger  of  being  removed  into  tlio 
late  icing's  Quarters,  they  refused  to  be  ayd- 
ing,  and  Lady  irary  was  left  to  herself,  at 
groate  charge,  to  procure  a  party  of  horse  to 
guarde  him  to  London." — Nor  were  these 
troubbjs  mitigated  by  the  circumstance,  that 
the  Trustees  of  the  lunatic,  Sir  HauKMid 
Whichcote,  &  Col.  Eossiter,  Sir  Chas.  BoUc, 
and  Sir  Adrian  Scrope,  took  opposite  sides 
in  the  Great  Itobulllon  ;  appointing  dilfurent 
stewards,  to  act  in  defiance  of  each  other, 
and  so  terrifying  the  tenants,  that  a  large 
portion  of  the  Aswarby  estate  became  w  aste 
and  unoccupied: — a  state  of  things  whicJi 
drew  forth  the  interposition  of  Lord  Claren- 
don, Avith  his  strong  black  pen,  and  auto- 
graph Orders. — And  again  another  trouble, 
in  that  Lady  Mary's  young  son,  afterwards 
Chancellor  of  the  Dncliy,  '  wliilst  living  in 
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fuuilly  with  his  parents,'  had  turcibly  suizud 
upon  tho  Aswarhy  estate,  and  barricaded  thu 
park  gates,  huhling  possession  for  a  year 
and  a  half,  Lacked  up  by  tlio  Cronnvells, 
'  such  Avas  the  unhappy  condition  of  the 
Kaid  Mr.  Carre,'  until  he  was  finally  ousted 
by  tho  Shoritr  and  punse  cointtatiiK,  and  him- 
self stood  connnittod  under  a  warrant  h\>m 
tho  Speaker  Lenthall. 


[Sleaford,  it  will  be  seen,  did  not  escape  the 
horrors  of  the  Civil  War.  The  visitation  came 
rapidly  on  this  County,  When  King  Charles 
failed  in  his  rash  attempt  to  coerce  the  Parlia- 
ment, he  withdrew  to  York,  with  the  intention 
of  securing  the  magazine  of  Hull.  Frustrated 
by  Sir  John  Hotham,  (who  opened  the  Hum- 
ber  sluices,  and  floated  the  Citadel,)  the  King 
returned  to  Nottingham,  and  erecting  his 
standard  there,  commenced  the  Civil  War,  in 
August,    1G42.  Sir   Edwd.    Askew,    and 

other  members  of  inlluence  in  this  County, 
had  been  sent  down  by  the  Parliament,  in  hot 
haste,  to  assist  in  the  defence  of  Hull  ;  and 
for  that  purpose  to  countermand  the  King's 
orders  for  reviving  the  Commission  of  Array, 
and  to  place  the  militia  under  the  controul  of 
Lord  Willoughby  of  Parbam,  and  the  Dcpnty 
Lieutenants — to  act  under  the  Parliamcnl. 
Thus  the  County  became  divided  and  distracted 
at  the  very  conmiencement  of  the   llcbellion. 
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Those  who  joined  the  I'ailiament  will  be 
found  in  the  list  of  rebels  indicted  for  high 
treason  at  Crantluini,  in  April,  IGl.']— which 
list  includes  some  of  the  principal  families  in 
this  neighbourhood,  and  the  redoubtable  Scr- 
jcant  Major  General  Ballard,  of  Sleai'ord. 
Those  who  adhered  to  the  Kinij,  will  be  found 
in  Dring's  Catalogue  of  the  Compounders  ; 
also  in  another  list,  headed  by  Sir  Francis 
Fane,  of  gentlemen  willing  to  subscribe  horse 
and  arms  to  put  the  County  into  a  posture  of 
war.  The  Royalists,  who  acquired  distinction 
as  the  Newarl  Cavaliers,  garrisoned  themselves 
in  Newark  Castle,  and  gallantly  held  that  place 
throughout     the    war.  The     Parliament 

Forces  gained  possession  of  Lincoln  Castle, 
Bolingbroke,  and  Tattershall,  and  in  January, 
1G44,  commenced  to  fortify  Sir  Robert  Curr's 
House  in  Old  Sleaford,  "  to  the  no  small  an- 
noyance of  that  part  of  the  country."  Thus 
this  immediate  district  became  the  arena  for 
constant  skirmishing  and  pillage,  down  to  the 
surrender  of  the  King,  at  Newark,  in  1G40. 
The  most  prominent  actor,  in  these  parts,  on 
the  Parliament  side,  was  Askew's  son-in-law. 
Col.  Edw.  King  of  Ashby,  sheriifof  the  County 
in  1G43.  Rut  these  country  gentlemen  were 
puritans  of  the  old  school,  and  in  no  way  akin 
to  the  fanatics  that  surrounded  Cromwell  ; 
they  were  monarchists  besides — so  that  i)re- 
sently  they  became  ashamed  ol'  the  excesses  ol 
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their  i)arty,  and  left  them  :  and  though  they 
did  not  turn  round  in  arms  upon  tlie  Parlia- 
ment, they  did,  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives, 
strain  their  utmost  to  save  the  "King  in  his  last 
extremity.  Col.  King  was  aCterwurds  "  the 
first  in  the  House  of  Commons  to  move  the 
Restoration  of  Charles  II,"  and  the  most 
strenuous  in  bringing  the  Regicides  to  justice.] 


But  to  return  to  tho  affairs  of  the  older 
brother,  Sir  Robert  Carr.  Thoy  proved,  if 
possible,  a  greater  anxiety  to  Lady  Mary, 
than  the  affairs  of  Rochester — for  he  too,  as 
Fleetwood  asserted,  became  "  of  very  weako 
understanding." 

Early  in  his  married  life,  when  he  had 
daughters  only,  ho  made  a  remarkable  set- 
tlement of  his  castle  and  estates  upon  tho 
Earl  of  Ancram,  conditional  upon  either  of 
Lord  Ancrani's  sons,  (Lord  Chas.  Carr  or 
Stanley  Carr)  niarr}-ing  one  of  those  young 
ladies.  This  settlement,  Avhich  was  attested 
by  six  of  tho  groat  ministers  of  state,  was 
after-wards  as  solemnly  revoked  on  tho  birth 
of  a  son.  Then  followed  a  series  of  settle- 
ments, in  the  time  of  Sir  Robert's  weakness, 
confiding  tho  estatoB  to  different  sets  of 
trustees,  for  various  family  purposes — each 
succeeding  settlement  being  followed  by  suit 
for  breaches  of  trust— Lady  Mary  alleging 
".sales  of  estates  by  tho  trustees  to  themselves 
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and  their  friouds,  at  nominal  prices,  and  ren- 
dering no  account  of  tlio  money  ;" — and  not- 
withstanding the  friendly  interest  taken  by 
lOng  Charles  himself,  and  although  the 
trustees  wore  most  of  them  Ministers  of 
State,  Speakers  of  the  IIo.  of  Com.,  andLaAV 
Officers  of  the  Crown,  or  of  the  Common- 
wealth, it  would  seem  that  they  did  take 
advantage  of  the  times  in  wliich  they  lived  : — 
"they  could  render  no  accounts,  because 
during  the  war,  Sleford  having  Leon  au 
usual  quarter  for  soldiers,  they  had  divers 
times  impx-isoned  the  agents,  and  plundered 
and  ombeziled  all  tlieir  papers."  Of  all 
the  trustees,  the  first  and  last  friend  of  tlie 
Carrs,  seems  to  have  been  their  countryman, 
Algernon,  Earl  of  Nortliumberland. 

Sir  Robert  Carr  died  in  1667,  and  now 
"  new  troubles  came  upon  Lady  Mary"  in 
her  widowhood. 

In  the  midst  of  all  her  trials  and  many 
sorrows,  she  had  contrived  to  save  a  large 
sum  of  money,  many  thousand  pounds, 
which  in  her  husband's  lifetime,  slie  en- 
trusted to  the  eldest  son  of  Su-  liichard 
Cocks,  of  Dumblaton,  secretly  to  invest  fur 
her.  Calling  now  upon  Cocks  for  an  ac- 
count, he  alleged  that  he  had  repaid  the 
money ;  and  produced  Lady  Mary's  receipts. 
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Upon  suit  bofuro  tho  Lurd  Kuupor,  ainl  ai'lcr 
unothor  trial  at  Coiumuu  Law,  tlioso  roceipt.s 
were  pronounced  to  bu  fvrycrics,  and  Cocktj 
was  ordered  to  refund  the  money.  There- 
upon ho  took  himself  abroad  with  all  hi,s 
family,  and  presently  died ;  appointing 
his  coachman,  one  liramiodl,  to  bo  liis 
executor,  who  camo  back  and  declared 
himself  insolvent. 

It  transpired  however,  that  Cooks  had  lent 
a  great  portion  of  tho  money  to  Mr.  lioger 
Vaughan,  on*  mortgage  of  Bradwardino 
Castle,  Vaughan  Court,  and  Radnor  Park ; 
whereupon  a  fresh  suit  was  commenced 
against  Vaughan — who  was  an  innocent 
person  in  the  conspiracy.  This  brought 
forward  another  Eogor  Vaughan,  a  cousin, 
who  contended  that  tho  estates  wore  entailed 
upon  him,  and  tho  mortgage  consequently  of 
no  value.  Old   Sir  Richard  Cocks   being 

examined,  denied  that  he  had  assisted  his 
son  Rieliard  to  get  beyond  seas ;  lie  hud 
given  him  tlie  manor  of  Ashoenth  and  other 
largo  estates,  which  ho  sold  to  pay  debts  to 
Lord  Lucas  and  otliors,  and  he  behoved  his 
son  had  died  leaving  no  property  but  his 
clothes ;  and  that  IJramwell,  tlio  coacliman, 
had  tlio  repute  of  an  lionest  man. 

At  this  juncture,  a  new  claimant  sprang 
up  in  the  person  of  3Iilcs  Fleetwood,  Enq., 
a  near  relative  of  Cocks,   and   one   of  tlie 
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Cromwell  connection.  This  porsouage  pro- 
duced a  deed  of  gift  of  all  the  money,  Irani 
Lady  Mary  to  Fleetwood  himself.  The 
deed  was  subscribed  with  her  name,  and 
sealed  with  her  coat  of  arms,  and  attested 
by  many  witnesses,  (chiefly  servants  that  hud 
been  discharged  in  the  old  Aswarby  feuds,) 
and  l)y  old  JJramtoell,  the  coachman  !  Tliis 
deed  came  before  several  of  the  Courts  of 
Law,  and  lastly  before  the  Lord  Keeper, 
assisted  by  the  judges,  when  it  too  was  pro- 
nounced a  forgery.  The  deed  Jmd  been 
palmed  upon  Lady  Mary  in  the  time  of  her 
troubles,  and  represented  to  her  as  something 
of  a  totally  dilferent  nature ;  whilst  thtj 
names  of  the  witnessess  had  been  falsely  ap- 
pended afterwards.  The  artful  and  romantic 
statement  drawn  up  by  Fleetwood,  to  give 
color  to  the  deed,  and  the  calm  dignity  with 
which  Lady  Mary  repelled  his  insinuations, 
and  refuted  his  facts,  recounting  all  the 
troubles  of  her  past  life,  form  a  very  singu- 
lar illustration  of  tlie  character  of  the  tiuuss. 
U  endod  in  Fleetwood's  absconding.— He 
lived  at  u  place  called  '  Oldwinkle,'  and 
amongst  his  Asitnessos  were  "  two  popisli 
priests,"  named  Thos.  Mouuson  and  John 
Eielly,  also  Mr.  Eoger  Scudamore,  a  Here- 
fordshire man.  Old  Bramwell "  well  reuvem- 
bered  the  deed  being  signed  at  Lady  Mary's 
liouso,  in  Liucoln's-Inn-Fields— how  he  sat 
down    in    the    ha^l,    whilst    others   of    tliu 
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Avitnossos  Nvont  down  into  the  sollar  to  diiiiko 
— and  ho  too  had  observod  the  greate  deare- 
ness  betwoou  Lady  Mary  and  Moetwood  !" 


on  to  the  next  gonoration,  Sir 
Rolert  loft  four  childi-on,  of  whom,  tho  eldest 
daughtta",  Elizahdh,  married  Sir  Wni.  Trol- 
lopo,  Bt.,  and  had  an  only  daiighter,  Ji7/;:«Z/( /!/* 
Carr  Trollope,  wife  of  Charles  Fox,  E.sq., 
paymaster  to  tho  Forces  of  Charles  II,  aiul 
older  half-Lrothor  of  the  first  Earl  of  Ilelies- 
ter,  and  the  first  Lord  Holland. 

Mary,  tho  second  daughter,  married  Sir 
Adrian  Scrope,  Kt.  of  tho  Bath,  and  was 
*  the  (jreate  witC  of  Evelyn's  time. 

Lucy,  tliird  daughter,  was  married  in 
Westminster  ALLey,  to  the  second  Lord  Ilol- 
iis  ;  who  in  time  claimed  and  recovered  from 
Sir  lioLert  Carr,  for  his  wife's  portion,  the 
greater  part  then  remaining  of  tho  Lindsey 
and  Holland  estates — which  property  he 
carried  to  the  Newcastle  family. 

Tho  shares  of  tlio  older  sisters,  were 
happily  Lought  up  by  tlu)  first  Earl  of 
Bristol. 

The  only  brother.  The  Bight  Hon.  Sir 
Robert  Carr,  Knt.  and  Bart.,  Chancellor  of  tho 
Duchy  of  Lancaster,  was  tho  last  of  this 
Eoyalist  family,  in  tho  male  lino,  that  at- 
tained to  man's  estate.         Ho  Avas  returned 
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M.P.  for  the  County  in  several  rarliaiiiouts, 
as  his  cousin  Eossitor  had  boon  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. Ho  married  a  sister  of  Bennett 
Earl  of  Arlington,  and  joined  "tiieoabax" 
Administration.  He  was  one  of  the  favourites 
of  Charles  II,  joining  his  Majesty  in  the 
sports  of  the  Field.  The  King  reserved  him 
for  the  honour  of  the  Eoyal  Oak— but  ho 
died  a  young  man,  at  AswarLy,  in  1682; 
ajipointing  Sir  Wm.  Yorke  of  Leasingham, 
with  the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Stephen  Fox,  and  Sir 
Gervas  Elwea  of  Suffolk,  to  be  his  executors  ; 
and  desiring  to  bo  buried  in  the  vault  at 
Sleaford,  by  torch-light. 

Sir  Edward  Carr,  the  4th  Bart.,  died  in 
his  minority,  (when  the  Baronetcy  became 
extinct) — leaving  an  only  sister, 

Isabella  Carr,  the  sole  heir,  and  the  last  of 
her  race,  who  in  1688,  married  '' The  Hon. 
John  Ilervey,  Esquire^'  of  Ickworth  Park, 
V  Suffolk,  afterwards  created  Earl  of  Bristol  ; 
the  ancestor  of  our  noble  President  on  this 
occasion,  (the  "owner  and  inheritor  of  tho 
late  fairo  Castle  of  Sleford")—
